blue paints. 

Since the coming of spring 
heralds many city celebrations 
and events, several proclamations 
were in order from Mayor Emmett 
Jordan and the other members of 
council, all of whom were pres- 
ent. May is recognized nationally 
as Older Americans Month and 
Sharon Johnson, service coor- 


dinator for Green Ridge House, 
accepted the proclamation on 
behalf of the Greenbelt Assistance 
in Living program, the Golden 
Age Club, the Senior Citizens 
Advisory Committee and all older 
residents of the city. Johnson said 
the month will be packed with 
special activities for seniors and 
especially noted the construction 
of a new garden behind Green 
Ridge House.

Theater Soft Opening Set

The soft opening of the 
Greenbelt Theatre, located in the 
Roosevelt Center, is set for May 
1 with a grand opening planned 
for May 29. 

During the several weeks be- 
tween the soft and grand open- 
ings, the theater will play a se- 
ries of films released over the 
10 months it was closed. They 
dubbed the project, which will 
include two films per week, 
What Did We Miss, said Green- 
belt Theatre Executive Director 
Caitlin McGrath. 

After the grand opening, the 
theater will show movies from 
around 1938, the time period it 
was first opened, before return- 
ing to a more regular schedule. 
This is to celebrate the reopen- 
ing by “looking back to when it 
first opened and showing some 
of the films that were from that 
era or would have been shown at 
the theater when it opened origi- 
nally,” McGrath said. 

The theater closed early last 
summer for renovations, and 
remained closed longer than the 
anticipated six months because of 


setbacks that included the discov- 
ery of asbestos. City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin said the 
harmful discovery was found “in 
very limited amounts in some 
of the piping insulation near the 
bathrooms,” but it was removed 
and the building is clean. 

Outdated bathrooms, plumb- 
ing, electrical systems and heat 
and air conditioning caused the 
need for the renovations. The 
system used to show films need- 
ed replacing, as it used old for- 
mats not suitable for digital mov- 
ies. The lobby was restored to 
what it would have been in the 
late 1930s, McGrath said. 

The theater was built as part 
of the original historic commu- 
nity, said McLaughlin. It has 
also served as a performing arts 
center, and has been an active 
part of the community for much 
of the past 77 years. 

In 2002 the city purchased the 
building from the past owners 
because they didn’t plan to re- 
new the lease, McLaughlin said.

Greenbelt Farmers Market 
Opens Mother’s Day, May 10

The first Greenbelt Farmers 
Market opened on Mother’s Day 
in 2008, buoyed with optimism 
and fraught with anxiety after 
two years of hard work by its 
founding group. Seven success- 
ful years later, the 2015 market 
also starts the season on Mother’s 
Day from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m., hav- 
ing become an established and 
beloved element in the commu- 
nity — contributing to the well- 
being of Roosevelt Center and 
providing a casual and healthful 
recreational and shopping oppor- 
tunity for residents. 

Though the founders have 
moved on, they still offer ad- 
vice and encouragement to their 
successors who carry the torch 
forward. Over time, the market 
has grown in strength and variety, 
now attracting several hundred 
visitors each Sunday and offer- 
ing a wide and eclectic variety 
of products. Colorful permanent 
signs on Kenilworth Avenue and 
Greenbelt Road (courtesy of a 
Community Foundation grant) 
alert drivers who might otherwise 
whizz by or not see the market’s 
old Sunday-only temporary signs. 

The 2015 market will see 
many old favorites back plus 
some new and exciting vendors 
bringing an even wider variety 
of products. Though the mar- 
ket continues with its producer- 
only policy and its focus on fresh 
foods and a varied and healthy 
diet, the range of vendors runs 
from pickles to honey, and ice- 


cream to shrimp gumbo, with 
two organic vegetable vendors 
and a third who 1s transitional 
to organic. The cornucopia con- 
tinues with vegan delicacies, 
local wines, plants and flowers, 
salmon, desserts, meat and artisan 
breads and pastries, as well as 
personal consumables like soaps 
and lotions. 

Because the market is well- 
attended and well-run, it is an 
attractive outlet for vendors. Or- 
ganizers this year were delighted 
to receive many more applica- 
tions than spaces were avail- 
able, though a vendor of dairy 
products remains elusive. (Mary- 
land’s regulations offer many 
barriers that dissuade dairy farm- 
ers from participating, and the 
market’s original vendor, Firefly 
Farms, has graduated to a larger 
scale of production.) 

Good Balance 

Vendors are selected anew 
each year to create a good bal- 
ance of fresh and prepared foods 
and to add interest and variety 
to the market, factoring in the 
popularity and success of prior- 
year stalwarts. Over the years, 
the market has also increased 
the number of occasional or al- 
ternating vendors, allowing it to 
provide a broader spectrum of 
goods and to motivate customers 
to visit weekly. 

Vendors must be located in 
Maryland or come from within

Based 
on the initial website development, bidders are also encouraged 
to discuss their approach to the future work that is envisaged. 

Bids are encouraged from any organization, including indi- 
vidual consultants, which can illustrate a track record of suc- 
cessful web development and demonstrate understanding of the 
work to be done. 

Potential bidders are encouraged to read the RFP — which 
can be retrieved from our website at greenbeltnewsreview.com. 
Bidders are encouraged to explore the existing website to see 
the starting point and can request clarification of the RFP by 
email. 

The closing date for bids is May 22 at 4 p.m. EDT and 
work should begin in June. Instructions in the RFP explain 
how to bid. 

The website has been online for several years and has done 
excellent service — providing weekly posting of the newspaper 
in PDF format and now including an archive back to 1937. 
But its scope is limited and the new site will offer better ser- 
vice for the paper’s readers and, as it expands, will provide 
facilities for online submission for stories and online forms for 
advertising and secure payments. In addition, we envisage a 
Greenbelt photo gallery, extra coverage of ongoing news topics, 
and the opportunity to comment online about Greenbelt issues.

Foster our Plantings 

I read with interest the April 
23 article on planting trees in and 
around Greenbelt. Now let’s take 
care of their life cycle the way 
they deserve. 

On walks around the city I 
have seen trees on both city and 
GHI grounds and in residential 
yards that were being treated the 
exact opposite of the way experts 
say they should be treated. This 
includes three-inch high volcano 
stacks of wood mulch pushed 
up around the trunks — which is 
“not even wrong” as the kids say 
— and pruning at the wrong time 
of year — like fig trees pruned in 
November, which is a good way 
to kill them. 

I always listen to what Mike 
McGrath says and posts on the 
WTOP site and the You Bet Your 
Garden archives. Mike has de- 
cades of experience under his belt 
in raising beautiful, poison-free 
environments that are good for 
birds, bees, pets and kids, without 
spending your entire income. He 
publicized the changes of law 
in Greenbelt and Takoma Park 
prohibiting pesticides, and the 
changes in Maryland and Virginia 
law to prevent nitrogen run-off 
ruining the bay. He is also editor 


of a book on organic gardening 
which I found at the Greenbelt 
library. 

Proper treatment of trees and 
shrubs fosters the ability of birds 
to nest and raise their hatchlings. 
People who prune some plantings 
in summer disturb this, which 
hurts birds on our end of their 
migrations as much as tropical 
deforestation hurts them when 
they migrate away from our win- 
ters. 

Let’s take care of plant life 
cycles and not just plan to put 
more trees in when bad treatment 
kills the ones already there. It 
will be better for all of us.

Franklin Park resident Aman- 
da Brozana requested that the 
city take action to do necessary 
maintenance work on the city 
dog park, which she suggested 
was one of the most used and 
most beloved of city park areas. 
She thanked the Public Works 
Department for having seeded a 
portion of it, which she said will 
reduce its tendency to become 
swampy. She added that she 
hoped that work was the first of 
several steps to keep the park 
from becoming a “mud pit.” 

Brozana then described two 
items that park users consider 
will need attention soon. The 
fence that separates the large and 
small dog areas has degraded 
with the result that dogs are now 
able to push through under the 
fence. In addition, gates into 
the smaller part of the park need 
adjustment to open and close 
properly, which is a problem 
for maneuvering both dogs and 
people through safely. 

Councilmembers Judith Davis 
and Silke Pope also mentioned 
that the dog park association 
is forming again. They noted 
some of the issues that have 
been discussed in the past about 
the park. 

South Core Shuttle 

The first Greenbelt Station 
item was a request to approve 
plans for a shuttlebus to run 
on an interim basis through the 
South Core to transport com- 
muting residents of the burgeon- 
ing numbers of townhouses and 
condominiums to the Greenbelt 
Metro Station. The Woodlawn 
Development Group is required, 
as a condition of previously 
received county approvals, to 
provide a pedestrian and service 
vehicle connection between the 
residential area and the station. 
This connection was required to 
be made by the time of issuance 
of the 200th building permit, 
with provision that the condition 
could be waived if a shuttle or 
other transportation service were 
provided. 

Having estimated that the 
permit limit would be reached 
before the pedestrian connection 
is in place, Woodlawn prepared 
a proposal to the city to have 
Reston Limousine provide shuttle 
service Monday through Friday 
during peak commuting times, 
from 6:30 to 9:30 a.m. and from 
4:30 to 7:30 p.m. 

The city’s Advisory Planning 


Board recommended that the 
city council approve the proposal 
to implement the shuttle on an 
interim basis, with a number 
of conditions from the board 
and city planning staff in such 
areas aS ADA-accessible ve- 
hicles, provision for evaluations 
and adjustments to service, and 
placement of stop locations to 
provide for pedestrian safety and 
accessibility. 

Woodlawn also had to agree 
that this service did not sat- 
isfy the condition imposed by 
the county to provide bike and 
pedestrian connection to the 
station, a project on which the 
developer has been struggling 
to make progress with WMATA. 

In attendance at the meeting 
to present the shuttle plan were 
Norman Rivera, representing 
South Core Greenbelt Metro; 
Justin Frye, project manager for 
Woodlawn; and Carolyn Cal- 
lahan, sales manager for Reston 
Limousine. Everyone was in 
harmony on the conditions. 

Councilmembers asked many 
questions about details of how 
the shuttle would work. Rob- 
erts raised a more significant 
issue: whether the service hours 
would be adequate for the needs 
of people traveling downtown 
to work. He particularly ques- 
tioned whether a 6:30 a.m. time 
for the shuttle to start in the 
morning was early enough. 

Frye and Callahan both 
agreed to explore the issue fur- 
ther when there were more res!- 
dents and actual riders to survey. 
Callahan confirmed they would 
adjust the schedule or extend 
the hours provided funding per- 
mitted. 

Conservation Easement 

The second Greenbelt Station 
matter was a request from the 
Maryland Department of Plan- 
ning for the city to review and 
comment on the possible con- 
veyance of a conservation ease- 
ment of approximately 53 acres 
of state-owned land adjacent 
to Cherrywood Lane, Green- 
belt Station and the South Core 
development. The easement, 
which would be held by the 
Maryland Environmental Trust 
(MET), would provide an open 
space buffer to the potential lo- 
cation of the FBI headquarters. 
Public access to the property, as 
proposed, would not be permit- 
ted under the easement. 

The State of Maryland owns 
75.5 acres of land immediately 
adjacent to the Metro Station. 
Council decided to annex this 
land in late 2005, at which time 
the state planning office sug- 
gested that if the city wanted 
the parcel to remain undeveloped 
as protection for Indian Creek, 
it should strive to establish a 
permanent protection instrument, 
such as a conservation easement. 

The state would grant the 
northernmost 22.5 acres to the 
General Services Administration 
as a security easement. The 
remaining 53 acres are being 
considered for the conserva- 
tion easement, which would 
be granted only if Greenbelt is 
selected as the relocation site 
for the FBI. The southernmost 
part of this acreage lies adjacent 
to the South Core residential 
development currently under 
construction. 

According to an April 6 
memorandum from Commu- 
nity Planner Jessica Bellah, MET 
is of the belief that restricting 
the entire 75.5 acre site would 
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“sreatly enhance the desirabil- 
ity of the Metro Station site to 
the FBI.” Although Greenbelt 
is strongly supportive of the 
choice of this site for the re- 
location, Bellah said the city’s 
planning staff recommends that 
the city council not support 
the easement as conceptualized 
since it 1s not consistent with 
Greenbelt’s current local plan- 
ning efforts. 

The Greenbelt Metro Area 
and MD 193 Corridor Sector Plan 
anticipates new and enhanced pe- 
destrian/bike connections through 
the proposed easement area. In 
addition, the easement as pro- 
posed would not permit the pro- 
posed hiker/biker trail connec- 
tions approved in detailed site 
plans for Greenbelt Station South 
Core. Bellah said it appears that 
MET was mistakenly under the 
impression that this area was 
already closed to public access. 
City staff believe there will not 
be a problem with MET’s allow- 
ing for the planned trail uses. 

A draft letter was provided for 
council consideration to request 
that the state and MET revise 
the proposal for the easement to 
allow for the publicly accessible 
trails. 

Davis suggested adding a 
request to the state to undertake 
the conservation easement re- 
gardless of the decision ultimate- 
ly made on the FBI relocation. 

Roberts asked to go further 
and see if the land could be 
made part of the Maryland Wild- 
lands program, where it would 
receive greater protection. 

Council voted to approve 
sending the letter to the Mary- 
land Department of Planning 
and MET.

Robles also reported that par-

Though not the topics of proc- 
lamations, it was observed that 
the Greenbelt Farmers Market 
will reopen on Sunday, May 10, 
which is also the weekend for the 
Green Man Festival. 

No Shows 

The first of two public hear- 
ings on the proposed FY 2016 
city budget was scheduled for 
this meeting but no members 
of the public came to comment. 
Four budget worksessions remain 
to be held after this week. The 
second public hearing will be 
held on Tuesday, May 26 at 8 
p.m. The last meeting of the 
budget cycle will be the regular 
meeting of June 8, at which the 
budget is scheduled for adoption. 

Also serving to accelerate the 
pace of the meeting was that no 
residents appeared to make re- 
quests or present petitions to the 
city council. 

Pepco Blue Paint 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts added this item to the agenda 
in order to raise concern about 
the many trees in center city 
that have been marked with blue 
paint. He said in the absence of 
information from Pepco on its so- 
called “Landscape Management 
Plan” it is possible that all these 
trees, many of which are street 








trees, may be targeted to be cut 
down. He said, “Tree removal is 
not the same thing as landscape 
management.” 

City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin said the city has 
made it clear not only that a plan 
must be submitted for review but 
also that to do any work Pepco 
requires a city permit. He said 
although he shares Roberts’ con- 
cerns he believes the marking 
of the trees to be just a step in 
producing the plan the city has 
demanded. 

Councilmembers Judith Davis 
and Leta Mach both said the city 
had the situation under control 
and should wait to see the plan 
before responding. Davis said 
the city had dealt with this prob- 
lem two years ago and could do 
so again. Mach added, “I’m not 
ready to say ‘the sky is falling’ 
until we see a plan.” 

Jordan agreed that the city 
was doing what was appropriate 
but he also agreed with Roberts 
that working with other mu- 
nicipalities could be valuable and 
said he would look into doing so. 

Police Raid Vests 

Sergeant Timothy White at- 
tended the meeting to answer 
questions from council on an 
award of purchase to replace the 
tactical raid vests used by the 
Police Department’s emergency 
response unit. The replacement 
was a predictable expense be- 
cause some of the materials in 
the ballistic armor are warranted 
for only five years since they can 
begin to disintegrate. 

In response to a question, 
White explained that in addition 
to training and drills, the vests 
are used a dozen or so times per 
year in high risk situations, such 
as those involving barricades or 
the execution of search warrants. 

The council approved the pur- 
chase of 11 new vests under a 
county contract from Lawmen 
Supply Company of Lanham and 
11 sets of ballistic steel plates, 
which provide extra levels of 
protection against high-powered 
rifles, from AR500 Armor of

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Phoenix, Ariz. The city’s re- 
placement fund includes $21,000 
for this purpose, which will more 
than cover the costs. 

Electricity Contract 

Also up for renewal is the 
city’s electricity supply contract 
with WGL Energy (formerly 
Washington Gas Energy Servic- 
es). Assistant City Manager Da- 
vid Moran reported that WGL is 
again offering the lowest quotes, 
their most recent one being 5.8 
percent lower than the city’s cur- 
rent rate. If it is still available, it 
would also be the lowest rate the 
city has paid in a decade. 

Moran said the staff recom- 
mendation, which the council 
approved at the meeting, was to 
renew the rate for three years 
instead of two with this contract, 
which also includes 100 percent 
wind renewable energy credits. 
Electricity rates fluctuate daily, 
however, so that the actual rate 
cannot be determined until the 
day the contract is signed. 

FOGT Loan Request 

The Friends of the Greenbelt 
Theatre (FOGT) has submit- 
ted an application to the Roose- 
velt Center Merchants Revolving 
Loan Fund for $6,000 to cover 
its share of the increased costs 
associated with the purchase of 
the 35mm reel-to-reel projection 
system for the newly renovated 
theater. The loan fund, which 
currently has a balance of about 
$16,000, is administered by the 
Greenbelt Federal Credit Union. 
Although the city council ap- 
proved the submission of the 
application without discussion 
on the consent agenda, to be 
awarded funds FOGT must apply 
for and be approved for the loan 
by the credit union, as well as 
entering into an indemnity agree- 
ment with the City of Greenbelt.

A Most Patient Teacher 


I had lived in Greenbelt for only two or three years before I 
was elected to the News Review board of directors [in the late 
1960s]. The president, Al Skolnik, had very strong ideas about 
what should go in the paper; Al wrote most of the editorials. I 
was in awe of his vast knowledge and his self-confident man- 
ner. I would have felt totally out-of-place on the News Review 
staff were it not for Elaine. It was she who included me in the 
decision-making process, who sought my opinions on issues no 
matter how ill-informed I was. She was really the most patient 
teacher, and it has been through her that I learned the intrica- 
cies of GHI elections and city politics. 

Plus, in those early days, she treated me with warmth and 
respect. I was a new mother with two very young children, 
and she was always careful not to call me when she thought 
the children would be napping. To this day, she will ask if 
it’s convenient for me to talk. And I think that this 1s Elaine’s 
great gift — her interest in people and her great respect for 
them. 

Over the years, she has been a teacher to scores of young 
people, budding journalists for whom she has devoted hours 
and hours of her time, patiently teaching them as she did me 
the inner workings of a newspaper and of Greenbelt life.

Celebrates 25th Birthday

It is difficult to mention the 
Greenway Learning Center with- 
out at least one Greenbelt resi- 
dent perking up in excitement at 
hearing the name of their neigh- 
bor’s school, their child’s school 
or even their alma mater. 

The school, which accepts 
students from infant to preschool- 
age, 1s a Greenbelt staple, and 
as it celebrates its 25th year in 
service it remains a large player in 
the Greenbelt community. 

“Many of the staff that has 
been working at Greenway Learn- 
ing Center 10 or more years are 
so excited when the children re- 
turn for visits,” said Learning 
Center Director Patti Smith. “T 
am brought to tears when they 
stop by for a visit with college 
degrees under their belts. We all 
get a big laugh when I remind 
them that it all started with Ms. 
Patti changing their diapers.” 

The school has undergone great 
change over the years. It first 
opened in 1990 as Greenway 
Infant Care with NYMA, a gov- 
ernment contracting firm, as its 
sponsoring company. The partner- 
ship allowed NYMA employees 
to receive 20 percent discount on 
their tuition, according to Smith. 

Years passed, and eventually 
the center was able to operate on 
its own as a non-profit parent-run 
cooperative. 

The school’s name was 
changed to the Greenway Learn- 
ing Center so that parents would 
know older students were ac- 
cepted, and a Greenbelt legend 
was born. 

“The students] live in the sur- 
rounding areas, attend the local 
schools,” Smith said. “We have 
the pleasure of teaching them to 
hold their bottles, teaching them 
to take their first wobbly steps, 
watching the joy on their faces 


when they take that big jump and 
both feet leave the ground.” 

As a parent cooperative, the 
center allows parents to serve on 
the board of directors, giving them 
a larger say in their child’s educa- 
tion, Smith said. 

Board of Directors President 
Cheryl Jones, whose 4-year-old 
and 16-month-old daughters attend 
the school, agreed. 

“From day one I signed up to 
participate on the board of direc- 
tors, which is made up entirely of 
parents,” Jones said. “Unlike large 
corporate or chain organizations, 
as parents we volunteer significant 
time to review budgets, discuss 
learning opportunities and really 
have a direct impact on how the 
center 1s operated.” 

According to Jones, the cen- 
ter’s hands-on family feel is a 
result of the staff’s dedication. 

‘The teachers] take the time to 
really know not just the children 
but also their families,” Jones 
said. “The girls have been attend- 
ing the center since they were five 
months old and we consider it a 
second home.” 

There are plans to expand the 
school. A 10-year lease at 7501 
Greenway Center Drive has just 
been signed and the school’s car- 
pets and walls will be touched 
up within the next few months, 
Smith said. 

The school’s biggest goal for 
the future is to receive a level 
five, the highest possible score, by 
the Maryland EXCELS, a quality 
rating and improvement system, 
Smith said. 

“We have our work cut out 
for us but with the dedication and 
support of the staff, it is a goal 
we can achieve.”

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stability and integrity, until two 
weeks ago when a sewage pipe 
joint burst under our crawlspace, 
reminding us how fragile and 
complex an operation running our 
co-op can be. 

We are not apathetic people. 
We’ve sat on GHI committees, 
worked professionally in Greenbelt 
and hold community memberships. 
So why did it take this event to 
wake us up? We stopped educat- 
ing ourselves because we wanted 
to blindly trust in our co-op and 
leave our rose-colored glasses on 
to preserve a sense of security. 
We know there are more of you 
out there just like us. 

Prior to our vote let’s ask 
ourselves much broader questions 
about the HIP and operation of 
GHI such as: 

1) Have we (or our neigh- 
bors) had issues with mainte- 
nance work performed by GHI or 
its hired contractors? If so, was 
it resolved to a level of satisfac- 
tion and were your questions and 
concerns heard? 

2) How will GHI handle the 
unique qualities of community 
members: differing abilities and 
socio-economic class levels, in- 
dividuals with chemical sensi- 
tivities, individuals who have 
lost their home values due to the 
economy? 

3) With frame houses, how 
does it make logical sense to do 
repairs above the ground when 
an unknown number of crawl 
spaces and foundations need re- 
mediation? How can sealing the 
problems fix them and not just 
cover them up? 

4) Will the vote approving a 
release of funds for crawl space 
work also imply consent to the 
type of remediation work pre- 
sented at the meeting or will 
there be a later vote specifically 
addressing the process? 

Finally, did you know (as we 
were recently told by a GHI se- 
nior staff member) that “GHI’s 
employees do not require per- 
mission from members to enter 
a crawlspace or do work in a 
crawlspace”’? Neither we nor 
our neighbors were informed by 
GHI of the sewer pipe break or 
chemical remediation before or 
after the fact. It took personal 
observations and health concerns 
to surface that started our ques- 
tioning. 

We are not claiming that all 
of these questions have negative 
answers. In fact, we personally 
have many GHI staff and board 
members that we like and re- 
spect. We are simply asking to 
take off the glasses, educate your- 
selves on all of the HIP compo- 
nents, formulate your own ques- 
tions and honestly look at your 
own personal history and those 
of your neighbors and friends. 
Now is the time prior to the vote, 
which could be postponed until 
there are answers to the member- 
ship’s satisfaction.

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The city felt it was important to 
have an operating theater, so they 
purchased the building and began 
to raise money for repairs. They 
used grants and money the city 
itself set aside. 

The Friends of the Greenbelt 
Theatre, a nonprofit started just 
over a year ago, now operates 
the theater. Their support of the 
renovations, as well as fundrais- 
ing for “the reel to reel projection 
system which allows us to show 
films on film as well as digital,” 
McGrath said, led to their selec- 
tion as the new operators by the 
city. 

The theater plans to host lo- 
cal vendors in addition to stan- 
dard concessions. The goal is to 
“have as many people in the area 
as possible involved and give a 


more local feel to it, to support 
the community and to have it be 
something of an alternative you 
can’t get [elsewhere],” McGrath 
said. 

These vendors will sell baked 
goods and other snacks. The 
theater will also sell memberships 
during the soft opening period, so 
customers interested in becoming 
members can do so. 

“T contacted [local vendors] 
because we’re trying to have 
the movie theater be something 
different, unique and a part of 
the community and a different 
experience from a multiplex,” 
McGrath said.

The market showcases com- 
munity activities.

electrical power and discourages 
generators, music 1s acoustic. 

The market thrives on vol- 
unteers and sponsor support.

In addi- 
tion, many background jobs are 
performed by volunteers and the 
board, including permits, educa- 
tional events and entertainment 
activities.

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GES Celebrates Earth Day

In celebration of Earth Day, 
Dr. Luisa Robles, sustainability 
coordinator for the city of Green- 
belt, and Erin Josephitis, Volun- 
teer Maryland coordinator, spoke 
to Ms. Judith Blackman’s fourth 
grade class at Greenbelt Elemen- 
tary School (GES) on Wednesday, 
April 22, about the importance of 
recycling and composting. 

Robles began the interactive 
discussion by asking the students 
what the 3 R’s stand for. Students 
correctly responded: Reduce, Re- 
use, Recycle. 

Reduce: Robles explained that 
using a reusable water bottle, as 
opposed to purchasing single use 
plastic water bottles, was a great 
way to reduce the amount of 
plastics used. 

Reuse: Robles mentioned that 
we can reuse items; for instance, 
clothing that no longer fits can 
be donated to the thrift store for 
someone else to wear. Instead 
of these items ending up in the 
landfill, they can be reused. 

Recycle: As Robles held up 
various items, she asked students 
which could be recycled and 
which could not. Students then 
taped up the items (on a reused 
cardboard poster!) into the correct 
category. 

Blackman thanked Robles and 
Josephitis, saying, “Thank you so 
much for a very informative and 
exciting day. It was a very en- 
gaging lesson and we learned so 
much. I am excited to put this 
as a recurring lesson.” 

The school has purchased 
more recycling bins for class- 
rooms, hallways and the caf- 
eteria. Students and school staff 
will place recyclables into the 
classroom bins. Students then de- 
posit the recyclables into a larger 
wheeled bin. Once full, 1t is emp- 
tied by the custodial staff into the 
recycling dumpster outside. 

Compost 

Josephitis discussed how com- 
posting is similar to recycling: 
food scraps from fruits and veg- 
etables can be made into com- 
post instead of being thrown in 
the trash. A composting pilot 
program is currently in place at 
GES. A parent volunteer collects 
fruit from the Maryland Meals 
for Achievement program for her 
compost bin at home. Robles 
described how to easily make a 
compost heap for one’s yard. 

The school is considering pur- 
chasing compost bins for fruit 
scraps and yard waste. A low- 
maintenance bin or pile has a 
combination of brown and green 
plant matter, plus some moisture 
to keep the good bacteria hum- 
ming. Shredded newspaper, wood 
chips and dry leaves are ideal 
for the brown elements; kitchen 
waste and grass clippings are per- 
fect for the green add-ins.

garden to share with students. 
Some students wanted to eat 
it right away; some placed the 
roots into water to take home to 
replant. Students commented on 
how good it smelled. 

A landscape committee of par- 
ents, school staff and community 
members was created to discuss 
and plan gardens, sustainabil- 
ity and landscaping. Recycling, 


composting and gardening are in- 
terconnected, and lessons learned 
from participation are life-long. 
There are many opportunities to 
teach our children how to take 
care of our school, community 
and our planet.

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Greenbelt Federal Credit Union 
Achieves Top Rating, Again 


The Greenbelt Federal Credit 
Union has experienced some 
things of note over the last few 
months. First, the Credit Union 
has been awarded yet another

Second the Credit Union rec- 
ognized and thanked Eugene 
Krebs and Karan Temple True 
for their service on the board of 
directors at a luncheon held Feb- 
ruary 27.

Joe Comproni, a Greenbelt pi- 
oneer, was an original member of 
the Credit Union and one of its 
first managers. Residents wanted 
a place to hold their savings, so 
in 1937 the Credit Union was 
conceived the first financial insti- 
tution in Greenbelt. (Since then 
other such institutions have come 
and gone while the Credit Union 
is still here and thriving.) When 
the government sold the homes 
now known as Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. (GHI), the Credit Union 
began financing down payments. 
“Joe Comproni became known as 
the grandfather of financing GHI 
homes,” according to Comproni.

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Movie Theater Talk Is 
A Hit with Seniors

An unusually large crowd 
turned out for Explorations Un- 
limited on April 24 to hear Cait- 
lin McGrath, new executive di- 
rector for the Greenbelt Theater, 
talk about the renovations at the 
theater and plans for the future. 
As she introduced herself, many 
were pleased to learn that she is 
the mother of two young chil- 
dren, as well as a scholar of films 
with advanced degrees from the 
University of Chicago. 

Her husband is a professor of 
film studies at the University of 
Maryland and she teaches classes 
occasionally at the university and 
at other places. She explained 
that the family moved to Green- 
belt just a few years ago, in 
2011. She seemed delighted with 
the town and the theater and full 
of energy and ideas for making 
the theater a real community 
treasure. 

McGrath started off by telling 
us we are extremely fortunate 
that the Greenbelt Theater has 
been preserved in essentially the 
same condition as when it was 
built in the 1930’s, not “turned 
into a dollar store” or expanded 
or ruined in some other way. It 
is unique in still being a single- 
screen theater. She said she is 
ecstatic that reel-to-reel movies 
on film can be shown, in addition 
to digital movies. Equipment 
has been purchased for use with 
both digital and reel-to-reel, she 
said. This allows her to show 
some historical silent films or 
documentaries. 

A second point she empha- 
sized was that the non-profit 
status of her contract makes it 
possible to apply for grants and 
to experiment with different proj- 
ects and ideas, which might not 
have been otherwise possible. 
She promised more films, more 
often, and has many ideas for 
ways to make full use of the 
daytime hours, including family 
films suitable for both parents 
and children.

And Fall Prevention 

For the Friday, May 1, Explo- 
rations Unlimited, Michael Blu- 
menstock will make a presenta- 
tion to encourage an appreciation 
of astronomy and debunk some 
myths and misconceptions.

Bucklin enjoys a chal- 
lenge. Many of his patients have 
been referred to him by col- 
leagues who were unable to treat 
them. He has also had great 
success in helping people who 
have not found beneficial treat- 
ments. He credits his success to 
the unique structure and approach 
that he takes with his patients. 
He implements multiple tech- 
niques, including structural and 
functional treatments, and utilizes 
an individualized approach with 
each patient. He is a friendly 
and enthusiastic practitioner with 
expertise in both pediatric and 
adult populations.

Little believes this is a key part 
of the experience for his show. 

“Most of the time people just 
want to share something,” said 
Little.

On May 9 and 10, the 11th 
annual Greenbelt Green Man 
Festival will fill the Roosevelt 
Center plaza, as it has for the last 
10 years.

As in the past, families can 
take in activities like the com- 
munity painting, creating a mosaic 
design, putting together a fairy 
garden or a fairy house for the 
garden, face painting, making 
wind chimes, dancing around the 
May pole and more. On Satur- 
day morning at just before noon, 
everyone can join in the parade, 
and kids are encouraged to dress 
up as one of their favorite wood- 
land or aquatic creatures. Adults, 
of course, can also join in the 
fun. If you’re not dancing to the 
musical tunes played on stage, 
there will be presentations about 
water conservation throughout the 
weekend. 

Starting things off a little be- 
fore 10 a.m. on Saturday, the 
community drum circle will raise 
the tempo and the spirits. We in- 
vite you to bring your drums or 
borrow a percussion instrument 
and feel the beat. At 11:45 the 
morning blessing will take place 
followed by the opening call for 
the Celebration and then the pa- 
rade around the plaza.
